ARMISTICE IS DECLINED 


Unless the Sultan Gets All He 


Asks For First. 


DEMANDS LAND AND MONEY. 


entatiTM of Tower* are Sttion.d 


mod Th.y Will Seek to Jt»r» UM 


Turki.h Ruler Modify 


Hi* Claim*. 


Constantinople, May 17.—The porte 


has replied officially 10 the note of the 
powers and declines to agree to an ar- 
mistice until the following conditions 
are accepted: 


The annexation of Thessaly, an, in- 


demnity of 10,000,000 pounds Turkish 
and the abolition of the capitulations. 


The portet proposes that plenipoten- 


tiaries of the powers should meet at 
Pharsalos to discuss the terms of 
peace, and declares that if these con- 
ditions are declined the Turkish army 
•will continue to advance. 


The demand for the annexation of 


Thesaly is based upon the fact that 
the province was originaly ceded to 
Greece on the advice of the powers 
with the object of ending brigandage 
and Greek incursions 
into 
Ottoman 


territory, the porte 
believing at the 


time that the cession -would attain the 
objects, 
but the recent incursion of 


Greece and the events immediately 
preceding the war have proved to the 
contrary. This is the substance of 
the reply. 


The ambassadors met to consider 


the porte's answer, which is regarded 
as raising an extremely grave issue. It 
is believed that representations 
will 


be made to the sultan personally to in- 
duce a modification of these terms, 
but it is foreseen that this will be 
very difficult, owing to the^attitude of 
the powerful old Turk war partx- 


If the porte should prove obdurate 


a European conference is not improb- 
able, although at present Russia is op- 
posed to this. 


It is regarded as quite certain that 


the powers will not consent to a retro- 
cession of Thessaly. Even Germany 
is believed to be resolute on this point, 
because it would involve a violation 
of the Berlin "treaty and imperil the 
peace of the Balkans. 


Altogether the reply of the porte 


has caused the greatest surprise. It 
appears that during the discussion of 
the note from the powers by the coun- 
cil of the sultan's ministers 
news 


reached the council that 3,000 Greeks 
had landed at 
Palonia and were 


marching to Janina, with the inten- 
tion of co-operating with other forces 
from Arta. This created a bad im- 
pression among the ministers. 


FIGHT AT GI1IBOUO. 


The Greek* Arc Said to Have Lost Two 


Huudrrd Hen. 


Constantinople, May 17.—The coun- 


cil of ministers met again and the sul- 
tan has ordered a distribution of 
troops at various points along the Sa- 
lonica railway. 


Official dispatches have been 
re- 


ceived from the commandant at Jaui- 
na, who says that a division of the 
Greek forces approaching the town by 
a narrow gorge from the direction of 
Gremenitza, charged the 
heights of 


Griboro and Kokonario, but suffered 
heavily, losing 200 killed, while on the 
other side the Greeks were driven 
back upon Paraskevi. The command- 
ant states also that fighting has oc- 
curred at Kumuzades. 


The Greeks will be reinforced and 


the fighting renewed on the morow. 
No statement is made as to the Turk- 
ish losses. 


The Turkish commander at Luros 


telegraphs as follows: 


"The outcome of :i desperate battle 


lasting two days against a force of 
15,000 Greeks is that the latter have 
abandoned the position on the heights 
they had previously captured and have 
withdrarvn to the olive groves of Gre- 
menitzau."

Soon after 
the shooting a special 


train "was hurriedly sent to Lexington 
to bring the family of the wounded 
man to his bedside. His father is Colo- 
nel R. H. Thornton of Lexington. 


His grandfather was the late General 


William Preston of this state, and the 
%"ife 
of General William Draper of 


Massachusetts, United States annba&a- 
dor to Rome, is 'his aunt. 


'Preston Thornton is about 21 years 


of age. He is said to have paid assid- 
uous attention to Miss May-Bell Smith,- 
the young daughter of M. H. Smith. 
That the 
trfcgic happening resulted 


from the depressed mind of an unsuc- 
cessful suitor is generally believed. 


Young Thornton's condition is said 


to" be critical. A consultation of phy- 
sicians -was held at the Smith residence 
but the dors are tightly closed to all 
but the closest friends of the Smith 
family.

Warriors of a Dozen Years* 


Strife Ratify a Treaty. 


THE EVENT IS CELEBBATED.

Guaymas, Mei.. May 17.—With all 


the pomp and circumstance of war 800 
Indian warriors, veterans of 12 years' 
strife with Mexico, marched into the 
little town of Ortiz to make peace. A 
treaty of peace, the main 
points of 


which were agreed upon some 
time 


ago by Juan Maldonado and Colonel 
Peinado 
of the Mexican army, was 


ratified with much ceremony and peace 
was declared. 


The cessation of hostilities is hailed 


with joy by every one in this vicinity, 
and especially by a syndicate of New 
York capitalists, who are constructing 
with Indian labor an immense canal 
in the Rio Vaqui valley to irrigate a 
1,000,000 acre concession secured from 
the Mexican government. 


Greek Army Js l>cmoralix«<l. 


Larissa, May 17. — Edhem Pascha's 


plans for the capture of Domokos are 
being rapidly perfected. 
Reinforce- 


ments are arriving, and all the Greek 
positions arc carefully watched. The 
bad condition of the roads arm the 
heavy rains ^delay the operations, for 
which the Turkish officers are 
anx- 


iously waiting, but a general advance 
began at dawn. A number of Greek 
deserters who have been captured say 
that 25.000 Greeks arc behind the for- 
tifications and intrenchments at Do- 
mokos, but that the whole organiza- 
tion is rotten, and the medical and 
transport services have completely 
collapsed. 


Greek LnstcB In Epirn*. 


Athens, May*l7.—The Greek army 


in Epirus has been compelled -to fall 
back upon Arta, but continues to op- 
cupy a 
few positions beyond 
the 


bridge. The Greek losses at Griboro 
were 55S killed and wounded, 33 being 
olHcers. It is stated that the govern- 
ment has ordered the forces in Thes- 
saly and in Epirus to remain strictly 
on the defensive.

Ordinarily the 
mesage wo-ild go to the committee on 
foreign aSairs for consideration and 
teat committee would report a bill 
which -would come back to the house 
for action through the regular chan- 
nels. 


The speaker could, in the present 


emergency, simply appoint this corn- 
mine* and let the whole subject take 
tha regatar course. But it is hardly 
likely that this Trill be done. The sub- 
ject is ao well widerstood that ii will 
probably be thought that the mem- 
bers, vitb tbe message and theaccom- 
ptuiyiog documents which the presi- 
dent "wiB transmit, before them, can 
act,'intelligently without a committee 
report. 


If the committee is not appointed 


two other courses will be open. First, 
after the receipt of the message a bill 
may be formulated by the leaders and 
a special order reported by the com- 
mittee on rules for its consideration. 
This would bring the whole question 
ai once before the house for action. 
But this Tnethod would be disadvan- 
tageous, perhaps in that both houses 
struggling to the same end simulta- 
neously, would act ou different bills, 
thus entailing delay for adjustment of 
differences on conference. 


The most likely course is- that the 


house will await the action of the sen- 
ate, if action is had promptly, and 
then consider the senate bill or joint 
resolution under a special order. 


The sentiment in favor of the recog- 


nition of the Cuban insurgents is 
strong in the house, and a very radical- 
measure might be passed if the house 
were allowed free action.

The new alliance of Germany, Aus-

Whenever the contest shall come it will 
be a straggle between three absolute 
monarchies on the one hand and two 


i liberal governments and a republic oa 
the other, between three governments 
wboae people have no voice in public 
affaire and three governments whose 
people have something to say and whose 
influence is powerful in shaping poli- 
cies, between three nations ruled by 
three autocrats and three nations which 
enjoy self government in greater or 
lesser degree. 


As one correspondent has well de- 


scribed it, it is an alliance ot despotism 
against democracy. In these alliances 
likes have sought like. It is czar, kaiser 
and emperor against qtieen, king and 
president, and the combinations are en- 
tirely natural. It makes little difference 
what causes have led to this move on 
the board, whether it grows out of the 
inability of western aud eastern Europe 
to agree on the settlement of the Tnrco- 
Grecian question or the eastern question 
in general, or whether the new alliance 
has been made to head off the English 
aggression in South Africa. The Aus- 
trian «mbassador at Berlin undoubtedly 
correctly states one of the causes whim 
he savs: 


"As for tilings, in Sontb Africa, the 


continental powers have the <5ame peace- 
ful and just aim—to maintain the pres- 
ent Btatns, resting -upon international 
agreements which cannot be broken 
with impunity by either Great Britain, 
the Transvaal or Portugal.

An official .publication just issued at 


Washington sets cut the fact in tabu- 
lated figures that the exports of this 
oountry in the past two years were 
greater in value and amount than in 
any previous -two years in our history, 
says the St Louis Post-Dispatch. 


The great ^increase in the export trade 


was in manufactured goods. In those 
lines the percentages of .increase ran np 
Into the hundreds.. There-was no in- 
crease iri farm staples, owing partly to 
short crops in this country and hard 
times and reduced purchasing power ill 
Europe, but in the fiscal year, includ-* 
ing parts of 1S9G and .1897, onr total 
exports increased to such a point as 
compared -with our imports that the 
trade balance -was $250,000,000 in our 
favor. 


Such official figures completely dis- 


pose of the claim, made before tho elec- 
tion of last year, that hard times were 
due to want of tariff protection and not 
to the establishment of the single gold 
•standard. According to Republican ar- 
;gmaent, before that party became a 
vassal of the gold .kings a large balance 
of foreign trade was a necessary incident, 
of a prosperous condition of business. 
Democrats never denied that contention. 
They admitted its sense and reason, but 
they insisted that mere liberal tariff 
laws would promote trade balances bet- 
tor than restrictive ones. 


They have justified their argument in 


a tariff law which has swelled our ex- 
ports to a point above onr import* never 
reacted before. But prosperity has not. 
conic. On the. contrary, in spite of a 
grc:»t favorable trade balance Industry 
has languished. And now the Republic- 
ans, elected io maintain the gold fitand- 
iml. say that1 the only way to bring pros- 
perity back is to cut down our export 
trade and make a restricted market, on 
» gold basis, for domestic mannfiictnr- 
CTS to°op<!ruto in.

One Member of the Postal 
ConfrfM. 


Among the most interesting of the 


foreign delegates to the postal congress 
at Washington is the Hon. John Gavan 
Duffy'; postmaster general of the Aus- 
tralian colony of Victoria and eldest 
son of old Sir Charles Dnffy, the asso- 
ciate of Daniel O'Connell and founder 
of the Touiig Ireland party. 


Sir Charles repeatedly suffered impris- 


onment for his services to the cause of 
Ireland, especially for his revolutionary 
utterances in his influential Dublin 
newspaper, The Nation.

one pound of coal evaporated 1.9 tiuiei. 
as much water as one pound of corn. In 
other words, 1.9 times as much hea- 
was liberated in turning ono pound c 
coal as in burning one pound of corn 
Several calorimeter tests weio made 
which agreed very closely T-'itlt three 
results. 


The wnl used at Lincoln is £6-63 per 


ton. With coal selling at this price and 
worth 1.9 times as much for fuel as an 
equal weight of com, the fuel value of 
the latter would be $3.50 per ton, or 
12.25 cents per bushel.

A very complete and thorough inves- 


tigation of .this subject is being con- 
ducted at the university, but it was 
thought desirable to publish the results 
already obtained, although they were 
based upon tho .performance of but one 
quality of coal. 


Treatment of Alkali Ijiud*. 


"A surface dressing of gypsum (land 


plaster or sulphate of lime) will enable 
tender plants to make a start in'alka- 
line soils- 
When the crop is large 


enough to shade the ground, evapora- 
tion and rise of alkali is retarded, and 
the crop may be safely matured- In tho 
case of ; fruit trees, as with annual 
plants,, injury usually results from the 
corrosive action of tho alkali just at the 
surface of tho gorund. The soil, how- 
ever, and its bottom waters may be so 
salty as to injure the treo through its 
roots." Thus writes Robert H. Forbes 
from the Arizona station to The Orange 
Judd Farmer. Following are addition- 
al extracts: 
* 


Gypsum improves the tilth of alka- 


line soils by acting upon aud changing 
the sodium carbonate to which the 
lumpy character of these soils is largely- 
due. The use of water that contains 
gypsum for irrigation, ought, therefore, 
to resnlt in a gradual disappearance of 
black alkali wherever it is applied. Tho 
use of wood ashes on laud already af- 
flicted with alkali ia not advisable. 


The peculiar behavior of alkali is 


largely a result.of its solubility iu wa- 
tur. To this cause tho well known "rise 
of tho alkali" is chic. When tho ground 
has been wet by rain or irrigation, tho 
water evaporates at tho surface, leaving 
tho soluble salts behind at this point. 
By reason,'of capillary attraction more 
water rises to take the place of that 
which has disappeared, bringing with 
it more alkali iu solution, until finally 
a crust of salts is formed at the surface 
of tho soil. It is this concentration of 
injurious salts into a strongly corrosive 
layer which causes tho greatest destruc- 
tion. Other bad effects of black alkali 
are: Clay hardpan, which results from 
the union of the black alkali with fine- 
ly divided clay, at various depths below 
the surface; the loss of humus, which is 
carried away in solution with the aid 
of KOdiuru carbonate; tho injury to the 
tilth of adobe soils, which assume a 
luiupy and uncultivable condition in 
the presence of black alkali.

plan for remodeling the hall of repre- 
sentatives so that tho members of the 
house, may be brought much closer to- 
gether and grouped in much less space. 
The plan, which is discussed from time 
to rime whenever something draws at- 
tention to the clumsiness of the house 
as at present, arranged, is to clear out 
the members' desks and to seat the mem- 
bers on benches as members of the Eng- 
lish parliament are seated. Mr. Reed, 
it seems, would partition the present 
hall into three parts, giving a room for 
the sittings of the house and new 
rooms on each side where 
members 


could read, write, talk and receive vis- 
itors. It is admitted that for purposes 
of debate it would bo a great advantage 
if the house could be made a more com- 
pact body, but the members are loath 
to part with their desks, and it is ar- 
gued that if members could not write 
during the session and bad no employ- 
ment except to sit on a bench aud lis- 
ten, it .would bo harder than ever to get 
together a quorum for the transaction 
of business. Mr. Reed's remedy for that 
would be to amend the provision of the 
constitution whicb makes a majority of 
the house a quorum and to provide in- 
stead that some arbitrary number, 50 or 
100, shall be a quorum. Such a change, 
however, would not be easy to bring 
about aud is not very hopefully sug- 
gested.—Harper's Weekly.
